School boards were reorganized 
this week after elections Saturday 
returned most candidates to office 
but slipped in a smattering of new- 
comers, i . v 

In a good vote at the Antioch High 
School district, first itme office- 
seeker Dr. Richard Ripley, the hand- 
picked candidate of the school board 
garnered more votes than present 
board members. He picked up 636 
supporters to Arthur Seekatz' 633 
and Mrs. Ruth Seyfarth's 624. Rob- 
ert Chandler, a former teacher and 
who was running for the board for 
the second time since his dismissal, 
got 279 votes. Chandler, who said he 
was running "in protest" to the 
high school administration, got more 
votes than he had expected. 

INTEREST WAS HIGH in the 
Grass Lake School district where 
six persons ran for the three offi- 
ces. Elected were Wayne Barker, 
316, Frank Benes, Jr., 268 and Law- 
rence E. Yapp, 316. Barker and 
Benes are incumbents. 

A write-in vote was oast for Law- 
rence E. Schultz whose name was 
erroneously supplied to The Antioch 
News last week and published. Other 
candidates polled as follows: James 
Ferrier, 112, George Pierce, 129, and 
Michael Wojnowiak, 94. The election 
saw heaviest balloting in recent 
years in the district.

A new source of revenue for all 
communities may be realized if ef- 
forts of Lindenhurst to secure addi- 
tional money are successful.

800 At LV Not Satisfied With Tax Explanation

"There has been a discrimination 
against the property owners of this 
township," an angry Lake Villa 
township citizen said Monday night. 

Severe individual inequities in 
assessed property valuations do oc- 
cur and, when they become sizeable 
enough, are finally brought to pub- 
lic attention by one means or an- 
other. 

THIS HAS HAPPENED in Lake 
Villa Township. ' 

An estimated 800 disgusted Lake 
Villa township property owners 
heard and argued with Robert Jas- 
per, Lake County supervisor of 
assessments, for 2% hours Monday 
evening in a hot, smoke-filled school 
gym in Lake Villa. After about 
two hours of debate — town meeting 
v style — some people began straggling 
toward the gym exits appearing to 
feel little had been or would be ac- 
complished. 

But some things wero accom- 
plished at that lively >H township" 
meeting. 



THE PRESENT SYSTEM of arriv- 
ing at an assessed valuation of a 
property was explained by Jasper. 
He told of state laws that govern 
assessment of property. He said 
that his office had to follow these 
laws. 

"We are striving for the same 
level of "assessment in each area," 
he assured a hushed but explosive 
crowd. 

Those who listened founud it diffi- 
cult in many cases to agree with 
such a statement because their prop- 
erty was either (1) assessed at more 
than 55 per cent of "market" value; 
(2) valued at a price greater than 
a corresponding property on a very 
similar location with similar Im- 
provements; or (3) assessed at a 
value disproportionate to the own- 
er's- purchase price and what he 
termed the present "market" price 
of his property. 

JASPER REPEATEDLY said that 
the assessment Is worked out ac- 
cording to averages and "market" 
value of the property. He empha- 



sized that the multiplier of 1.618 
(adjusted property valuation to re- 
late Lake Villa Township property 
to that of other townships) did not 
change the relative values of prop- 
erties within a given township. 
"It blows them up — magnifies 
them," he said, Jasper indicated 
that the multiplier was put in ef- 
fect because or a state Supreme 
Court ruling that property taxes 
"shall" be equalized between town- 
ships. The assessment is based 
on property market value at 
a certain time and 60 per cent 
of that assessed total value is 
the base for taxation, he said. 
Lake County tax base was $15.5 
million; this year $17.5 million; 
with the multiplier added this year 
it becomes $27 million, a tax base 
increase of over 61 per cent. 

(NOTE: THIS is not actual money. 
Rather It is the total assets of Lake 
Villa township property owners as 
related to the total assets of the 
property owners of other townships. 
Consequently, it is theoretically at 



least, possible for the tax "rate" to, 
decrease. Each taxpayer could pos- 
sibly pay less- per $100 worth of 
property if the price of government 
and its services does not increase 
greatly. But the property owner 
could also pay more, dollarwisc, be- 
cause his property has been valued 
at a higher amount.) 

An enraged citizen said, "We get 
no sewers, streets, very little police 
protection. We do not have schools 
but we are paying for services other 
areas got because our valuation is 
higher than other areas." - 

'•Another citizen said, "I paid $15,- 
000 my house. Before, it was as- 
sessed at $6,500. Now it is assessed 
at $11,600, about 75 per cent of what 
he paid for it. Do you call that 
fair?"Jasper said it was not fair 
and that he was sure such an eval- 
uation would be lowered if he had 
a hearing. 

"Your complaint must be based on 
'market* value. If you feel your as- 
sessment is over 55 per cent of that 
viilue it will be corrected," Jaspe'r 



said. I 

MANY WONDERED about the j 
tax waivers they had received. If 
you do not sign a waiver you will 
have a hearing, Jasper noted. One 
man asked if the waiver for 19*58 
was signed if he still had the right 
to protest it in 1959? Jasper an- 
swered "yes." 

The core of the problem seems to 
be the fact that "market" value was 
used as a basis for property evalu- 
tion. Harry Lindhorst said, "If we 
are going to use market value as a 
base — what one is' willing to pay 
for a property at a given time — it 
should be based on all property 
whether new or old . . . Some meth- 
od has to be devised to see that ev- 
ery piece of property is assessed at 
its particular value." 

Robert Wagner, president of the 
Fox Lake Hills Property Owners 
Assn., said, "We should look for a 
set standard of values." 

"If you want something or other 
than market value you have to go 
to the legislature and change the 



law. Until. we change the law we 
have to: v go along with this ruling of 
appraisal." Jasper said. 

IT WAS NOTED that there are 
property owners in Lake Villa town- 
ship who are assessed far below 55 
per cent of • market value because 
their property is- judged to be lower. 
Another big problem then appeared: 
If the new home owners agree to be 
assessed at 55 per cent of themarkct 
value, they will be paying more than 
their share of property tax until the 
remaining portion of township citi- 
zens arc assessed 55 por cent of true 
market value. This is inequity of 
assessment; of appraisal of market 
value..

.wi'rffhe residents of Salem Township are facing a serious prob- 
lem. Is it in their best interest to become a city of the fourth class? 
The answer to the question can only be found by first analyzing the 
present situation in the town along with the inevitable growth that 
will come in the area: and then by examining the differences pro- 
vided by Wisconsin statutes for operation of cities and townships. 

Salem is a rapidly growing area of probably some 7,500 resi- 
dents. It presently has almost 60 separate recorded subdivisions; 
nearly 70 miles of town roods; over 9,000 parcels of property on the 
tax rolls; and an equalized valuation of over $23,000,000. A very 
conservative estimate of the situation five years from now is; 1 5,000 
residents, $40,000,000 of equalized value and similar increases in 
other municipal statistics. 

During 1958" cities received over $900.00 per mile more than 
townships in state assistance on roads and streets, a net increase of 
some $60,000 per year to the city with 70 miles of roads. Cities 
have wards; with alderman and county supervisors from each ward. 
With eight wards the city would have eight members on the county 
board of supervisors instead of merely one; The city councils have 
a representative from each ward instead of the outdated town sys- 
tem of just two supervisors elected at large where no one really 
gets represented. Thus each citizen actually has a much greater 
voice in his government. 

The area of a City cannot be reduced without its permission by 
annexations or piecemeal incorporations. Towns are always com- 
pletely helpless to prevent such operations even if it is harmful to 
the entire remaining portion of the town. In like fashion cities may 
annex desirable adjoining land areas to improve the city; towns 
have no such powers. Besides their power to annex, cities also hold 
strong powers over street and subdivision layouts for- three miles 
beyond their limits. This allows them to provide for orderly future 
growth; again towns have no such powers. 

Cities have more and better control of local zoning and build- 
ing restrictions. Cities have a definite area in which to plan and 
develop; because of the above mentioned jeopardy of piecemeal an- 
nexations and incorporations towns cannot effectively plan for the 
future or improve themselves at the present. The increasing taxes 
of today are the result of no planning in the past. A well planned 
city can actually reduce over-all taxes to the residents. Not by a 
few cents or a few dollars but by thousands of dollars in a city of 
some 30 square miles. 

When a person speaks of the costs of cities he should remem- 
ber that the costs, ore only for services requested by the residents. 
Usually this service can also be provided by the township form of 
government, but the costs there as well as in the city will be paid 
by the residents. In many cases however townships lack legal author- 
ity to efficiently provide necessary services. 

Many laws have been passed by the Wisconsin Legislature to 
protect persons living in congested areasTlhe residents of Salem 
township should incorporate and thereby receive these advantages 
intended for them.

New Rules for 
Boats Includes 
Safety Measures 

New regulations for boating in 
Illinois, drawn to meet the heavy 
increase of boats and boat owners 
in recent years, were introduced in 
the House of Representatives last 
week with the backing of the admin- 
istration of Governor Stratton. The 
new boat regulation and safety act, 
which includes licensing provisions 
for motorboats, inboard and out- 
board, is designed to increase water 
safety. 

Governor Stratton, in announcing 
the introduction of the measure, 
pointed out that there are now more 
than 350,000 motorboats in operation 
in the state, and that the number 
is growing steadily. The rate of 
growth in numbers is estimated at 
40,000 boats a year.

The health officials, Dr. Arthur 
[Baker and Jack Womack, chief sani- 
tarian, gave the board some tips in 
caring for septic systems and say- 
ing that yeast and colas are not 
good for pleaning the systems 7 . 
Yeast will clean the tank but clogs 
the pipes, Womack said. Cola may 
do it also but is harmful in other 
ways, he added. 

"Mother nature is the best to 
clean tanks," he said. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, Trustee 
Craig Henderson asked all members 
of the board to submit spending 
estimates for the next year to him so 
that he could have a budget proposal 
for the next regular meeting. 

An ordinance was passed forbid- 
ding parking on the streets of the 
village during a snowfall of more 
than 1 inch. Penalty is $1 to $200 
and the village can tow away autos 
of persons violating the ordinance. 

Frost is leaving the area, the 
board noted, and emergency repair 
work will be done to the streets 
until permanent repairs can be made 
by the state.
